a Diplomacy variant; I* for one, fail to see too much similarity 
b e tween Diplomacy and Civilization). PROTOZOAN, published 
by Scott Camera* (4 Meadow Lane, Hicksville. NY 1 1801-5304). 
currently runs garnet in Kingmaker, Kremlin (both regular and 
Revolution versions). Pax Brittanica, and something which appears 
to be Conquistador (which isn*t being made anymore). Scott is 
looking for players to {day Kremlin, Pa* Brittanica, Merchant of 
Vmu aad JAm&ko Raalrn. (Pmthmpm torn o*n do b a ttar kt Au&niog MR 
than Roy Henricks and Dick Martin have done?)
